Page 1, line 1, after "A BILL" replace the remainder of the bill with "for an Act to provide for a
legislative management study regarding student athletic events that are exclusively
for males or exclusively for females and the impact of the policy that prohibits
participation in those events by individuals who are the opposite sex.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF NORTH DAKOTA:

SECTION 1. LEGISLATIVE MANAGEMENT STUDY - STUDENT
ATHLETIC EVENTS. During the 2021-22 interim, the legislative management shall
consider studying student athletic events that are exclusively for males or exclusively
for females and the impact of a policy that prohibits participation in those events by
individuals who are of the opposite sex. The study must consider:

1.  The economic impact of the policy on local, regional, and state tourism if
youth athletic programs were not held in North Dakota;
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2. The impact of the policy on student athletes' inability to participate in
regional and national qualifying events for the students' respective
athletic events;

3. The potential litigation impact to student athletes, school districts,
activities directors, coaches, and the North Dakota high school activities
association; and

4. The impact of the policy on student behavioral health and any necessary
resources to address such impacts.

The legislative management shall report its findings and recommendations, together
with any legislation required to implement the recommendations, to the sixty-eighth
legislative assembly."

A teacher licensure candidate satisfies the requirements of this section if

the candidate demonstrates the candidate has received training in

competencies related to reading instruction from an accredited or

The board may issue a provisional license for up to two
years to a teacher licensure candidate who does not meet the
requirements of this section.
